I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts 
of the Agricultural Statistics for Ireland, which give, by Counties 
and Provinces, the acreage under Crops and the numbers and 
classes of Live Stock in Ireland on 1st June, 1915. _ . 

As the statistics for this year were urgently required in 
connection with the question of the food supply, a preliminary 
summary of the more important figures in this Report was issued 
to the “ Press” on the 12th ultimo, but this early publication was 
made possible only by the vei-y exceptional efforts of the police 
enumerators to collect and of our clerical staff to summarise 
the Returns. The figures in the preliminary summary have 
since been slightly revised. 

The Report is divided into two sections : I. Area of Land 
and Crops, and II. Numbers of Live Stock.

CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AEEA. 

The total area ol com and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1915 to 2,404,268 acres as compared with 
2 327 752 acres in 1914, an increase of 76,516 acres or 3-3 
per cent. There are increases in Leinster of 9,352 acres or 1-5 
per cent., in Munster of 20,812 acres or 3-9 per cent., in Ulster 
of 27,808 acres or 3-1 per cent., and in Connaught of 18,544 
acres or 6-5 per cent.

Wheat. — There is an increase of 49,617 acres or 134-4 per 
cent, in the total area under wheat. There are increases of 
17,067 acres in Leinster, 18,786 acres in Munster, 9,759 acres 
in Ulster, and 4,005 acres in Connaught. 
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Oats. — There is an increase of 59,811 acres or 5-8 per cent, 
in the total area under oats. There are increases of 21 .090 acres 
in Leinster, 6,654 acres in Munster, 22,465 acres in Ulster, and 
9,602 acres in Connaught. 

Barley and Bere. — There is a decrease of 30,609 acres or 17-8 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. In Leinster the 
area in 1915 is 100,827 acres, as compared with 121,563 acres 
in 1914, a decrease of 20,736 acres or 17-1 per cent. In Munster 
the acreage in 1915 amounts to 34,787 acres as compared with 
41,469 acres in 1914, a decrease of 6,682 acres or 16-1 per cent. 
In Ulster tlie area of barley and bere in 1915 is 2,707 acres, as 
compared with 4,739 acres in 1914, a decrease of 2,032 acres or 
42-9 per cent. In Connaught the acreage in 1915 amounts 
to 3,359 acres as compared with 4,518 acres in 1914, a decrease 
of 1,159 acres or 25-7 per cent. 

Rye. -There is a decrease of 95 acres or 1-3 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There are decreases of 53 acres in Leinstex, 
127 acres in Munster, and 179 acres in Connaught. There is an 
increase of 264 acres in Ulster. 

Beans and Pease. — There is a decrease of 299 acres or 19-8 
per cent, in the total area of beans and pease. The area of 
beans in 1915 is 1,032 acres as compared with 1,236 acres in 
1914, a decrease of 204 acres. The total area of pease in 1915 
is 177 acres as compared with 272 acres in 1914, a decrease of 
95 acres.

Potatoes. — The total area of potatoes in 1915 is 594,457 acres 
as compared with 583,069 acres in 1914, an increase of 11,388 
acres or 2-0 per cent. There are increases in Munster of 
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4 335 acres in Ulster of 163 acres, and in Connaught of 7,723 
acres. There is a decrease of 833 acres in Leinster. 

Turnips— The total area of turnips in 1915 amounts to 
265 122 acres as compared with 276,872 acres in 1914— a 
decrease of 11,750 acres or 4-2 per cent. There are decreases of 
5,293 acres in Leinster, 3,185 acres in Munster, 3,107 acres in 
Lister, and 165 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels and Beet Root.— The area of mangels and beet root 
in 1915 is 82,728 acres as compared with 81,570 acres in 1914 — 
an increase of 1,158 acres or 1-4 per cent. 

There are increases of 147 acres m Leinster, 606 acres in 
Munster, 184 acres in Ulster, and 221 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1915 is 35,933 acres as 
compared with 35,705 acres in 1914, an increase of 228 acres 
or 0.6 per cent. There are increases of 1,114 acres in Munster, 
and' 675 acres in Connaught, while there are decreases of 828 
acres in Leinster, and 733 acres in Ulster. 

Minor Green Crops.— The area under carrots has decreased 
by 62 acres, that under parsnips by 2 acres, and that under 
rape by 364 acres. There is an increase of 478 acres in vetches. 

“ Other Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the 
foregoing, show a decrease amounting to 6,669 acres, 

FLAX. 

The area under flax is 53,143 acres in 1915 as compared with 
49,253 acres in 1914— an increase of 3,890 acres or 7-9 per 
cent. In Antrim there is an increase of 955 acres, in Donegal 
of 809 acres, in Down of 210 acres, in Fermanagh of 139 acres, 
in Londonderry of 1,272 acres, and in Tyrone of 1,252 acres. 
In Armagh there is a decrease of 424 acres, in Cavan of 11 acres, 
and in Monaghan of 428 acres. 

FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1915 at 15.8S6 acres as 
compared with 16,090 acres in 1914— a decrease of 204 acres 
or 1-3 per cent. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
of corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces : — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops increased by 17,243 
acres. There is an increase of 17,067 acres in wheat, and of 
21,090 acres in oats, and a decrease of 20,736 a'U'es in barley. 
In green crops there is a decrease of 7,765 acres. There is an 
increase of 147 acres in mangel wurzel and beet root, and there 
are decreases of 833 acres in potatoes, of 5,293 acres in turnips, 
and of 828 acres in cabbage. The area under fruit show's a 
decrease of 139 acres 
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In Munster the area under corn crops has increased by 
IS, 603 acres. There is an increase in wheat of 18,786 acres, 
and in oats of 6,654 acres, while there is a decrease in barley 
of 6,682 acres, and in rye of 127 acres. In green crops there 
is an increase of 1,984 acres, potatoes increased by 4,335 
acres, mangels and beet root by 606 acres, and cabbage by 
1,114 acres, while turnips decreased by 3,185 acres. There 
is an increase of 47 acres in the area under flax, and an increase; 
of 178 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under corn crops has increased by 80,318 
acres. Wheat has increased by 9,759 acres, oats by 22,465 
acres, and rye by 264 acres, while barley and here have decreased 
by 2,032 acres. In green crops there is a decrease of 6,047 
acres. Potatoes increased by 163 acres, mangels and beet- 
root by 184, while turnips decreased by 3,107 acres, and 
cabbage by 733 acres. 

The area under flax is returned in 1915 as 52,521 acres as 
compared with 48,747 acres in 1914, an increase of 3,774 acres. 
In fruit there is a decrease of 232 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has increased by 
12,266 acres. There is an increase of 4,005 acres in wheat, 
and of 9,602 acres in oats, wh'le there are decreases of 1,159 
acres in barley and bere, and of 179 acres in rye. In green 
crops there is an increase of 6,233 acres. There is an increase 
of 7,723 acres in potatoes, of 221 acres in mangels and beet- 
root, and of 675 acres in cabbage, while there is a decrease 
of 165 acres in turnips. Flax has increased by 56 acres, and 
fruit has decreased by 11 acres.

The area under hay has decreased in Leinster and Ulster 
and increased in Munster and Connaught. 


PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,354,751 acres in 1915, as compared with 12,443,580 acres 
in 1914 — a decrease of 88,829 acres. When considering tnese 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that 
there are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and 
which one year may be returned as “ grazed ” land, and another 
year may be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but 
the grazing value of these areas is small. The important 
increase or decrease in pasture is best measured by the extent 
to which the area of crops and of hay has decreased or increased, 
for in such a statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here 
the extent of the area under crops can be more exactly 
determined than the area of grazing land.

Horses, Mules, Asses.— The total number of horses has 
decreased by 58,428. There is a decrease in Leinster of 18,860, 
in Munster of 14,900, in Ulster of 15,757, and in Connaught 
of 8,911. The total number of mules and jennets has decreased 
by 2,019. The number of asses has decreased by 17,065. 


Cattle. — The total number of cattle shows a decrease of 
207,850. There is a decrease in Leinster of 39,626, in Munster 
of 108,404, in Ulster of 35,494, and in Connaught of 24,326. 

(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-in-calf, is 
1,593,092, showing a decrease of 45,837 as compared with 
1914. There are decreases in Leinster of 11,293, in Munster 
of 19,761, in Ulster of 13,919, and in Connaught of 864. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is an increase of 52,287 in 
calves, a decrease of 76,433 in cattle one year old and under 
two years, and of 137,867 in cattle (including bulls) two years 
old and upwards. The number of calves show increases in 
Leinster, Ulster, and Connaught, and a decrease in Munster. 
The decrease in the number of the remainder of the cattle 
is general throughout the four provinces. 


Sheep. — The total number of sheep is returned in 1915 at 
3,600,067, being a decrease of 514 as compared with 1914. 
There are increases amounting to 1,408 in Leinster, and 32,088 
in Ulster ; while there are decreases of 22,700 in Munster, 
and 11,310 in Connaught. 


Pigs. — The total number of pigs has decreased by 100,389. 
There are decreases of 6,714 in Leinster, 38,625 in Munster, 
41,667 in Ulster, and 13,383 in Connaught. 

Goats. — There is an increase of 328 in the number of goats. 
There are increases of 3,919 in Ulster, and 546 in Connaught ; 
while there are decreases of 438 in Leinster and 3,699 in 
Munster. 


Poultry,— The number of poultry returned in 1915, amounts 
to 26,088,807 as compared with 26,918,749 in 1914, showing 
a decrease of 829,942. In Leinster the number returned is 
5,179,764, m Munster 6,105,415, in Ulster 9,866,300, and in 
Connaught 4,937,328. There is an increase of 63,050 in 
Connaught ; while there are decreases of 399,683 in Leinster, 
205,976 in Munster, and 287,333 in Ulster.
